ATHLETICS FOR ALL 

The University of Tennessee Junior 
College began its fall quarter of the 
1933-34 school year with all intoroollog- 
iato athletics abandoned. In place of 
cor^otitivo athletics, a new program of 
Intromurals has boon introduced by Coaoh 
Kirk Grantham, 

It is accepted as on educational fact 
that young people going to school tiood ox- 
orciso in proportion to tho amount that 
they were accustomed to in high sohool. 

Tho physical dovolopmont needed by tho 
supernormal athlete is not comparable to 
that necessary for tho average individual, 
Sound educational practice must bo built 
on student noods, A modern physical ed¬ 
ucation prbgram in an educational insti¬ 
tution aims to develop in all students a 
sound body, a wtiolosomo social attitude, 
and qualities of sportsmanship in keeping 
with tlio ideals gonorally set up for rop— 
rcsontativo university students, Tho 
energies of a faculty must bo diroctod to 
accomplish those ends. Junior Colloge 
administration has approved these aims as 
truly educational and has accepted thorn, 
as a basis of its physical activity pro¬ 
gram. 

To tho solution and dovolopmont of 
these educational objectives, the resour¬ 
ces of the'University of Tonnossco Junior 
College are being devoted to tho utmost. 
Inter-class athletics of all kinds have 
kept tho students busy and are furnishing 
noccssary recreation, A daily program 
in physical education is providing for 
dosirod physical dovelopmont of the en¬ 
tire student body, with special correct¬ 
ive work given to subnonnal individuals. 
Group gamos and other forms of recreation 
aro practiood frequently#
